The treasury renewed its appeal to 
loan organizations to perfect their 
salesmanship plans for house to 
hottse canvasses next week, the last 
week of the campaign. 

“Very slight improvement of {n- 
terest was reported from the dis- 
tricts,” said the treasury’s review. 

The nation is so far behind the 
schedule on subscriptions that it 
will be necessary to raise: an aver- 


age of approximately $500,000,000 
a day during the remainder of the 
loan period to reach the $4,500,- 
000,000 goal. 

Managers of. the Kusaes City dis. 
trict reported subscriptions by 
states as follows: Colorado, $9,322,- 
000; Kansas, $19,292,000; Ne- 
braska, $11,575,000; New Mexico, 
$312,000; Wyoming, $981,000. 

From San Francisco came word 
that 203,273 individual subscribers 
have béen recorded. San Diego has 
exceeded its quota.
